SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully submits the fol- 
lowing report of the schools of Grafton : 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer term taught by Miss Hattie M. Gove. Eleven pupils, 
length of term seven weeks. Under Miss Gove’s instruction the school 
made rapid improvement. The order was excellent. Eight of the 
eleven pupils were present every half day of the term. 

Winter term taught by Miss Mary E. Gifford. Twelve pupils, 
length of term eight weeks. Miss Gifford met with her usual good 
success. A great deal was learned, andlearned well. The order was 
good. Five of the twelve pupils were present every half day of the 
term. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Only one term in this district, and that taught by Miss Minnie T. 
Cram. Eleven pupils, length of term eleven weeks. Fair improve- 
ment was made. Order good. None of the eleven pupils were pres- 
ent every half day of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term taught by Miss Ida M. Keniston. Thirteen pupils. 
Length of term eight weeks. This was Miss K.’s first experience. 
She seemed to lack the confidence necessary to maintain a successful 
school. But little improvement was made. Some excuse for Miss K. 
is found in the fact that being a resident of another State, our rules 
and methods of teaching were new and strange to her. Only one of 
the thirteen pupils was present every half day of the term. 

Winter term taught by Miss Mina F. Bullock. Sixteen pupils. 
Length of term twelve weeks. This school developed a proficiency 
in mathematics quite unusual, and good progress was made in all the 
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branches taught. Good order prevailed. I consider Miss B. one of 
our best teachers. Five of the sixteen pupils were present every half 
day of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term was commenced by Miss Bertha M. Flanders, and 
finished by Miss Sadie E. Flanders, the former teacher being unable 
to continue the school on account of ill health. The change of teach- 
er did not as in some cases stop the advancement of the school. Good 
order prevailed, and rapid improvement was made through the entire 
term. Fifteen pupils. Length of term seven weeks. Five of the 
fifteen pupils were present every half day of the term. 

Winter term taught by Miss Laura F. Parker. Fifteen pupils. 
Length of term eleven weeks. Miss P. is a thorough scholar, but 

failed in discipline, without which no teacher can be successful. Some 
improvement was made. None of the pupils were present every half 
day of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer term taught by Miss Laura F. Parker. Seventeen pupils. 
Length of term ten weeks. Some improvement was made during the 
term, but a lack or order marred the success. None of the pupils 
were present every half day of the term. 

Winter term taught by Mr. H. S. Clay. Twenty-four pupils. Length 
of term fifteen weeks. I think Mr. Clay did wonders, considering the 
irregular attendance. A majority of his pupils attended about every 
other day. Notwithstanding, quite a good improvement was made. 
The order was good. None of the pupils attended every half day of 
the term without being tardy. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term taught by Mr. A. S. Frazier. Fourteen pupils, length 
of term eight weeks. But few of the pupils take any interest in this 
school; their greatest interest seemed to be in looking forward to the 
close of each day and the end of the term. The attendance was very 
irregular, the blank in the register being filled with marks of tardi- 
ness, dismissal and non-attendance so full as almost to give one the 
idea on first looking, that there was no attendance whatever. Three 
did not attend days enough to be counted as scholars; one pupil was 
tardy twenty-five times in an attendance of seven weeks, and one was 
dismissed twelve times in an attendance of five weeks, by request of 
parents (as the pupil stated.) Of course under these circumstances, 
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but very little improvement was made. ‘There was one pupil, I am 
happy to state, attended every half day of the term, a girl seven years 
old. 

Fall term by the same teacher. Sixteen pupils. Length of term 
eight weeks. Here again the register looks very badly, but the at- 
tendance was better than in the summer term. I succeeded in getting 
quite an interest started in Grammar, and quite an improvement was 
made in that branch, but most of the pupils are backward in Arith- 
metic and Spelling. I changed the method of learning and reciting 
the spelling lessons, and did succeed in making a very little improve- 
ment in ¢hat branch. None of the pupils were present every half day. 
of the term. 

Winter term taught by the same teacher. Eighteen pupils, length 
of term eight weeks. There was two weeks vacation between the 
fall and winter terms, but the pupils got tired, so the parents ex- 
pressed it, and the school being somewhat broken up by sickness in 
the teacher’s family, but little improvement was made. None of the 
pupils present every half day of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma A. Walker. Thirty-one pu- 
pils, length of term seven weeks. This was our best term of school 
during the year. The pupils were all small, and great improvement 
was made. The order was good. I think Miss W. one of our best 
teachers. Six of the thirty-one pupils were present every half day of 
the term. 

Winter term commenced by Mr. W. E. Shaw, who taught four 
weeks. The next week was taught by W. Smith, and then the term 
was finished by Miss S. E. Sulloway. Entire length of term nine 
weeks, with thirty-three pupils. ‘The changing of teachers seemed to 
somewhat disturb the advancement of the school. Good order was 
maintained by Mr. Shaw and Miss Sulloway. I did not visit the 
school during the week taught by Mr. Smith. Owing to a mistake in 
the register, caused by the change of teachers, I am unable to state 
whether the pupils attended every half day or not. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer term taught by Miss Alice M. Currier. Twenty pupils. 
Length of term six weeks. A fair advancement was made. I noticed 
a class in arithmetic made a great improvement. Good order. Four 
of the twenty pupils were present every half day of the term. 

Winter term taught by Miss Lillian M. Follansbee. Twenty pu- 
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pils, length of term seven weeks. The school is rather backward. 
Some improvement was made. The pupils were very quiet and or- 
derly. Four of the twenty pupils were present every half day of the 
term. 


DISTRICTS NO. 11 & 12. 


These two districts united and had one term each, by the same 
teacher, Mr. Geo. H. Pettengill, who met with his usual success. 
Good order. A great deal was learned. Length of term in Dist. No. 
12, seven weeks, fourteen pupils. Length of term in Dist. No. 11, 
nine weeks, seven pupils. Only one pupil present every half day of 
both terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Both Summer and Winter term by the same teacher, Miss Cora I. 
Sargent. Length of summer term eight weeks. Thirty-three pupils. 
Only one pupil present every half day of the term. Length of win- 
ter term ten weeks. Thirty-two pupils. Only two pupils present 
every half day of the term. Steady improvement and good order 
during both terms.
